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^ I matter  of  the  cap  and  gown  was 

^ brought  before  the  college  recently  and 
it  was  almost  unanimously  decided  that  on  the 
following  Sunday  and  upon  every  Sunday 
thereafter,  during  University  year,  the  men 
should  appear  in  their  collegiate  costume.  It 
was  also  decided  that  a committee  be  ap- 
pointed in  each  class  by  the  president  of  the 
class  to  get  orders  for  gowns  and  mortar- 
boards from  those  who  had  neglected  to  pur- 
chase them.  As  the  Spring  is  fast  opening, 
there  is  no  reason  why  the  men  should  not 
live  up  to  the  custom  inaugurated  last  Fall. 
By  the  vote  it  was  shown  that  the  men  were 
certainly  in  favor  of  the  gown  and  so,  of  course, 
they  will  hereafter  appear  on  Sunday  in  them. 

^ I '^HE  idea  of  having  a solicitor  for  the 
student  body  is  one  that  has  long  been 
in  our  minds,  but  no  decisive  action  was  ever 
taken  until  in  the  college  meeting  of  Friday 
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last,  when  it  was  agreed  to  appoint  a com- 
mittee to  look  into  the  advisability  of  procur- 
ing the  services  of  a competent  lawyer,  who 
would  see  that  ju.stice  is  meted  out  to  us  when 
the  whim  of  a Pennsylvania  Dutch  policeman 
, moves  him  to  fasten  the  clutches  of  the  law 
upon  some  innocent  enthusiast.  In  this  town, 
especially,  where  there  is  no  appeal  from  the 
oath  of  a policeman,  law  and  justice  is  scarcely 
known  to  a college  man,  but  were  it  apparent 
to  these  minions  of  the  “ law”  that  an  influ- 
ential solicitor  was  keeping  watch  over  these 
cases  and  that  an  occasional  suit  for  false  im- 
! prisonment  might  be  forthcoming,  it  is  highly 
' probable  that  these  fines,  which  are  imposed 
' simply  because  one  is  a student,  and  for  no 
other  reason,  would  not  tax  our  pockets  very 
1 frequently.  Let  the  plan  be  carried  out  by  all 
means. 

^ I '''HE  writer  of  a communication  which 
1 appears  in  this  issue  presents  some  good 

ideas  as  to  the  way  in  which  the  financial  man- 
agers of  our  athletic  teams  should  be  held  to 
account  in  a business-like  way  for  the  moneys 
which  they  collect  and  pay  out.  We  would 
heartily  subscribe  to  his  plan  for  printing  the 
i itemized  account  of  each  manager,  and  would 
go  yet  a step  further.  The  P'xecutive  Com- 
mittee of  our  Athletic  Association  is  probably 
engaged  at  present  in  the  revision  of  the  con- 
stitution of  the  Association.  If  they  intend 
to  keep  the  management  of  the  athletic  teams 
under  their  jurisdiction,  we  would  suggest  that 
provision  be  made  for  the  careful  auditing  of 
all  accounts  by  a competent  auditing  com- 
mittee. After  the  accounts  have  been  thus 
verified.  The  Burr  would  willingly  publish 
them,  and  in  this  way  uhe  men  in  college  who 
contribute  for  these  purposes  would  have  the 
satisfaction  of  knowing  exactly  how  their 
money  had  been  expended.  Similar  plans  are 
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already  in  use  at  many  colleges,  and  the  meth- 
ods here  proposed  would  be  much  more  busi- 
ness-like than  those  now  in  vo^ue  at  this 
institution. 

^ I ''•HE  advantages  offered  by  Lehigh  Uni- 
versity  are  surpassed  by  comparatively 
few  of  the  institutions  in  this  country,  and 
when  we  consider  that  instruction  here  is  given 
without  any  charge  of  tuition  whatever,  a 
sense  of  decenc)’  at  least,  to  say  nothing  of 
gratitude,  should  lead  us  to  e.xercise  reason- 
able care  in  the  use  of  University  property. 
That  spirit  which  takes  pleasure  in  disfiguring 
flower  beds  and  removing  small  articles  from 
the  college  buildings  should  be  effectually  sub- 
dued by  the  general  sentiment  of  our  students. 
•And  it  may  not  be  out  of  place  to  say  a word 
about  the  very  noticeable  tendency,  among  a 
certain  class,  to  supply  themselves  with  chemi- 
cals, drawing  materials  and  books,  from  the 
pos.sessions  of  others  more  provident  than 
themselv'cs.  This  practice  is  commonly  sup- 
posed to  be  only  “ borrowing,”  but  when  car- 
ried to  e.xtremes,  as  is  frequently  the  case,  it 
becomes  an  imposition  on  good  nature,  and 
then  comes  the  temptation  to  apply  stronger 
terms.  We  have  our  full  share  of  “borrow- 
ers,” as  many  of  the  sufferers  can  testify,  and 
it  might  be  well  for  them  to  realize  that  a repu- 
tation in  this  line  is  not  a desirable  acquisition 
and  is  not  considered  a good  business  qualifi- 
cation. The  world  knows  no  “ borrowing,”  in 
this  sen.se  of  the  word.  It  knows  of  no  senti- 
ment which  justifies  the  taking  of  relics  from 
public  or  private  buildings.  It  has  a more 
severe  name  for  such  actions,  and  it  would  be 
well  for  our  careless  brothers  to  take  timely 
warning.  We  are  not  preaching  a sermon,  but 
wish  simply  to  advise  an  earnest  application  of 
common  sense  and  business  principles  in  our 
relations  with  each  other  and  with  the  Uni- 
versity authorities. 

A have  heard  many  men  outside  of 

^ ^ Chemical,  Elecrical  and  Mining 


schools  express  the  wish  that  they  might  take 
the  course  in  photography.  Our  photographic 
laboratory  is  very  v/ell  equipped  and  we  fail  to 
see  why  all  who  wish  might  not  have  the  ad- 
vantage of  it.  The  reason  why  the  miner  or 
the  chemist  needs  to  understand  photography 
any  more  than  the  civil  or  the  mechanical  is  a 
problem  far  beyond  our  reach;  indeed,  it 
would  seem  as  if  this  subject  were  a most  im- 
portant one  to  every  technical  student.  In  the 
study  of  a construction  how  much  easier  it 
would  be  to  take  a photograph  than  to  go 
through  the  laborious  and  oft-times  unsatisfac- 
tory operation  of  sketching  it.  Continuing  this 
a little  further  we  might  say  that  every  man, 
be  he  a Lit.  or  a Tech.,  should  be  able  to  take 
a decent  picture.  Lehigh  is  one  of  the  few  in- 
stitutions that  makes  a practice  of  teaching 
photography;  indeed,  a college  paper  t vo 
years  ago  brought  out  the  startling  intelli- 
gence that  “ Lehigh  has  a di.stinct  professor- 
ship in  photography.”  Although  this  was  not 
strictly  the  truth,  yet  it  shows  the  reputation 
we  hav'e  in  this  department,  which  reputation 
should,  we  think,  be  maintained  by  making 
the  study  of  photography  a feature  of  our 
courses.  Let  it  be  optional  and  allow  all  who 
wish  to  take  it  up.  True,  there  may  not  be 
accommodations  for  so  many  at  once,  but  as  the 
course  is  but  a few  weeks  in  length  and  there 
are  nearly  forty  weeks  in  the  year,  it  might  be 
continued  throughout  the  two  terms,  so  as  to 
give  an  opportunity  to  all.  At  any  rate  this 
would  at  least  prevent  the  dust  from  settling, 
as  we  fear  it  now  does,  upon  the  unused 
cameras. 

X N an  exceedingly  interesting  address  on 
^ “The  American  College,”  delivered  before 
the  Alumni  of  Lafayette  College  at  their  recent 
annual  banquet  in  Philadelphia,  Prof  Mac- 
kenzie took  occasion  to  deplore  the  undue 
influence  of  the  University  over  the  College 
now  gaining  such  power  in  our  system  of 
education.  His  remarks  apply  with  peculiar 
force  to  corriculums  of  our  great  technical 
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schools,  in  none  of  which  is  there  more  than  a 
pretence  of  affording  a liberal  education.  A 
spirit  of  competition,  of  rivalry,  doubtless,  more 
than  anything  else,  inspires  the  authorities  of 
these  schools  to  retain  in  their  several  courses 
such  subjects  as  Literature,  History  and 
Rhetoric,  when  there  is  scarcely  an  attempt  to 
give  honest  and  efficient  instruction  in  these 
departments.  The  plain,  unvarnished  state- 
ments of  their  registers  are  ludicrously  satirized 
by  the  grandiloquent  phrases  of  their  diplomas, 
which  certify  to  the  completion  of  liberal 
courses  in  the  arts,  sciences  and  literature. 
Within  the  past  fifteen  years  the  schools  of 
Technology  over  the  country  have  made  mar- 
velous advances  in  power  and  importance,  and 
with  this  progress  of  the  institutions  them- 
selves their  methods  and  facilities  of  teaching 
have  more  than  kept  pace.  But  the  whole 
tendency  has  been  to  yet  narrower  and  more 
restricted  limits  of  education.  The  liberal 
portion  of  their  corriculums  has  gradually 
lost  strength  and  vitality  until  now  these  are 
almost  entirely  neglected,  the  whole  energy 
being  devoted  to  the  more  difficult  technical 
requirements. 

There  is  a growing  sentiment  in  educational 
circles  that  the  present  system  is  not  conducive 
of  the  best  results.  It  has  been  suggested 
that  all  requirements  in  technical  subjects  for 
admission  be  abolished  and  that  there  be  es- 
tablished in  stead  a standard  based  upon  the 
acquirement  of  a broad  and  general  education. 
That  the  first  year  be  devoted  less  to  the 
draughting  room  and  the  laboratory  and  more 
to  the  liberal  subjects.  That  the  remaining 
three  or  four  years  would  be  ample  to  accom- 
plish all  that  is  necessary  to  secure  the  rudi- 
ments of  a scientific  education,  that  the  pro- 
gress could  not  fail  to  be  more  thorough  and 
satisfactory,  and  thus  the  chief  object  of  higher 
education  would  be  accomplished.  Dr.  Mac- 
kenzie says  to  the  point : “ The  rapid  abnor- 
mal spread  of  the  University  theory  of  educa- 
tion is  due  to  an  ignoring  of  the  American 
theory  of  education  for  American  citizenship — 


an  unchristian  theory  of  ethics  and  business, 
that  the  uses  to  which  a man  may  be  put  are 
superior  to  the  man  himself”

Kditors  Lehigh  Burk; — Several  years 
ago  the  subject  of  the  removal  of  the 
fence  along  Packer  Avenue  was  successfully 
agitated  in  The  Burr.  But  the  hedge  left 
entirely  unprotected  is  gradually  losing  its 
form.  In  a number  of  places  it  has  been 
broken  through,  and  these  ragged  openings 
are  constantly  growing  larger  and  more  numer- 
ous. L^nless  something  is  done,  the  campus 
front  will  soon  be  more  unsightly  than  ever. 
The  English  and  Scotch  hedges,  so  much 
admired  by  Americans  for  their  beauty  and 
symmetry,  are  formed  of  the  hawthorn,  a 
tough  hardy  shrub  armed  with  short  stiff 
thorns  effectually  protecting  it.  The  shrub 
forming  the  campus  hedge  has  no  natural 
defence,  but  an  artificial  one  is  readily  devised. 
Several  barbed  wires  stretched  through  it 
would  prevent  its  destruction  without  in  the 
least  impairing  its  appearance.  Tech. 

DiTORS  Lehigh  Burr; — A few  years 
ago  it  was  to  a certain  e.xtent  the  cus- 
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tom  to  publish  detailed  statements  of  the  ex- 
penses and  financial  condition  of  the  various 
public  organizations  in  the  University.  Gradu- 
ally this  practice  has  fallen  out  of  use,  until  of 
late  neither  the  managers  of  the  several  teams, 
nor  the  treasurer  of  the  Athletic  Association, 
nor  any  other  managers  of  the  various  benefits 
have  seen  fit  to  follow  this  wise  and  business- 
like custom.  As  a result  their  affairs  have 
been  left  by  the  outgoing  officers  not  infre- 
quently in  hopeless  and  inextricable  confusion, 
causing  much  unnecessary  labor  and  embar- 
rassment to  their  successors.  It  would  cer- 
tainly impel  those  entrusted  with  these  posi- 
tions to  greater  care  and  exactness,  did  they 
expect  to  publish  an  account  of  their  manage- 
ment. Besides,  it  is  just  that  the  men  who 
contribute  to  the  support  of  these  affairs  should 
be  acquainted  with  the  disbursement  of  their 
money,  and  it  would  be  courtesy,  not  to  .say 
business,  for  the  different  managers  to  think  of 
this.  The  Burk  is  the  organ  of  the  University 
and  it  should  publish  for  the  benefit  of  the  col- 
lege at  large  these  financial  statements,  which 
there  is  no  doubt  it  would  do,  did  it  receive 
them  from  the  managers. 

One  Who  CoNTRinuTES. 

Kditors  Lehigh  Burr: — Bothwell,  in  the 
last  issue  of  the  Burk,  among  other 
things,  likens  the  appearance  of  “the  perform- 
ers ” in  the  last  musical  entertainment  given 
by  the  ’Varsity  clubs  and  orchestra  to  “a  mel- 
ancholy little  German  band.”

Kditors  Lehigh  Burr; — Sundry  vague 
rumors  are  going  the  rounds  that  the 
University  intends,  “in  the  course  of  human 
events,”  to  build  a fine  electrical  and  physical 
laboratory  to  take  the  place  of  that  ancient 
relic,  Saucon  Hall,  alias  “ Physical  Lab.”  Our 
new  course  in  P^lectrical  Engineering  has  had 
a most  auspicious  beginning,  with  over  forty 
names  on  its  rolls,  and  bids  fair  to  take  a lead- 
ing part  in  things  collegiate;  judging  from 
analogy  it  would  appear  that  before  many 
years  the  present  accommodations  for  the  men 
of  this  course  will  be  altogether  too  limited, 
for  certainly  in  college  affairs,  if  in  nothing 
else,  the  Malthusan  theory  of  over-population 
obtains  in  a most  striking  manner.  Indeed, 
even  now,  before  the  lapse  of  a year,  Saucon 
Hall  is  so  crowded  that  visitors  to  the  classic 
building  receive  but  scant  welcome  from  the 
instructors. 

The  practical  study  of  electricity  necessitates 
a large  number  of  appliances  and  much  heavy 
machinery,  such  as  dynamos  and  electro-mo- 
tors, with  their  attendant  gearing  ; the  present 
laboratory  is  evidently  too  light  a building. 
In  order  that  satisfactory  work  may  be  done  a 
building  of  ample  size  is  needed,  capable  of 
standing  the  pressure  of  heavy  engines  and 
free  from  all  iron  work;  copper  nails  and  beams 
being  commonly  used  in  such  a case.  With  a 
laboratory  of  this  sort  our  University  would 
make  great  strides  in  the  advancement  of 
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electrical  science,  as  she  has  in  chemistry  and 
engineering.  We  can  boast  of  havdng  one  of 
the  finest  and  best  equipped  chemical  laborato- 
ries in  the  land,  and  hope  that  before  long  this 
boast  may  also  be  made  of  -a  physical  labor- 
atory. Electric.al. 

DiTORs  Lehigh  Burr: — Apropos  of  the 
comments  and  suggestions  which  have 
appeared  recently  regarding  the  Library,  is  sug- 
gested a plan  enabling  the  drawing  of  books 
for  a limited  time,  which  would  undoubtedly 
be  welcomed  by  many.  So  long  as  the  Uni- 
versity is  without  dormitories  and  the  men  are 
scattered  far  and  wide  over  the  three  towns, 
making  access  to  the  Library",  especially  in  the 
evening,  troublesome  and  inconvenient,  a sys- 
tem by  which  books  could  be  drawn  would  be 
of  great  advantage  and  perfectly  practicable. 
In  most  of  the  colleges  the  dormitories  are 
situated  near  by  the  Library  building,  but  at 
Lehigh,  where  not  a few  have  to  walk  a mile 
or  more  to  reach  the  University,  there  is  a 
plain  necessity  for  such  a thing. 

The  system  which  has  lately  been  put  into 
practice  in  the  National  Library  at  Washing- 
ton is  simple  and  convenient,  and  has  been 
found  very  satisfactory,  enabling  the  public  to 
draw  books  at  their  pleasure  and  insuring  to 
the  Library  authorities  a safe  return  of  the 
books  loaned.  From  any  one  wishing  to  bor- 
row books  a uniform  deposit  of  three  dollars 
is  required,  which  entitles  the  depositor  to  the 
loan  of  one  book  for  a time  not  exceeding  two 
weeks.  His  name  is  entered  and  he  has  but 
to  make  out  the  usual  reader’s  ticket  and  ob- 
tain his  book,  on  its  return  obtaining  another, 
and  so  on.  He  is  held  responsible  for  the  safe 
return  of  the  book  in  good  condition,  having 
to  pay  for  any  damage  which  may  be  done  and, 
abusing  the  privilege,  being  denied  it  alto- 
gether. At  any  time  he  may  return  his  book 
and  receive  back  his  deposit.  Of  course,  books 
of  reference,  very  valuable  books  and  periodi- 
cals cannot  be  withdrawn. 

This  plan,  with  some  modifications,  could 


be  put  into  practice  in  the  LIniversity  Library 
with  excellent  results.  But  a limited  number 
would  take  advantage  of  it,  and  it  would  in- 
volv'e  but  little  extra  labor  on  the  part  of  the 
Library  authorities,  who  could  exercise  their 
own  judgment  regarding  what  books  should 
be  withdrawn.  The  deposits  could  be  made 
returnable  only  at  the  end  of  the  term,  and 
reasonable  rules  governing  the  return  of  the 
books,  the  penalties,  etc.,  could  be  formulated. 
Certainly  the  many  who  have  felt  the  long 
distance  between  their  rooms  and  the  Library 
to  be  a prevention  to  evening  reading,  which 
their  limited  time  for  such  things  would  not 
permit,  would  hail  this  step  toward  liberality 
on  the  part  of  the  Library  authorities  with 
pleasure.  Surely  a plan  that  is  put  easily  and 
conveniently  into  practice  in  a great  library 
like  the  Congressional  can  find  but  few  diffi- 
culties to  prevent  its  adoption  in  a library  so 
much  smaller  and  comparatively  less  patron- 
ized as  is  our  own.  Junior.

Metallurgie;  American  Journal  of  Philology. 

— It  does  not  often  happen  that  our  institu- 
tion is  honored  by  a visit  of  royalty,  and  when 
such  an  event  does  occur  we  must  not  fail  to 
record  it.  Last  Thursday  afternoon  Prince 
Takehito  of  Japan  and  his  suite,  escorted  by 
Dr.  Chandler  and  several  officials  of  the  Beth- 
lehem Iron  Company,  made  a tour  of  inspec- 
tion of  the  buildings  and  grounds.

The  errand-boy,  milk-man  and 
Sunday-school  teacher  are  all  one  to  this  de- 
ceiving brick,  and  all  alike  wish,  either  in  their 
inner  thoughts  or  out  aloud,  its  “demnition.” 

— It  was  resolved  at  the  last  annual  conven- 
tion of  the  Inter-Collegiate  Athletic  Associa- 
tion, that  the  order  of  events  at  future  meetings 
should  be  as  follows  : Track  events — 100  yards 
dash,  trial  heats;  120  yards  hurdle  race,  trial 
heats  ; 100  yards  trial  for  those  in  the  first  trial 
heats ; 2 mile  bicycle,  trial  heats ; 440  yards 
run,  trial  heats;  120  yards  hurdle,  final  heat; 
100  yards  dash,  final  heat;  i mile  run;  i mile 
walk  ; 440  yards  dash,  final  heat ; 220  yards 
hurdle,  trial  heat ; 2 mile  bicycle  race,  final 
heat ; half-mile  run  ; 220  yards  dash,  trial  heats ; 
220  yards  hurdle,  final  heat;  220  yards  dash, 
final  heat.  Field  Events — Tug-of-war,  trial 
and  final  heats ; throwing  the  hammer ; pole 
vault;  running  high  jump;  tug-of-war  for  sec- 
ond place;  running  broad  jump;  putting  the 
shot.  It  was  further  resolved  “that  the  rope 
shall  go  around  the  body  of  the  anchor  but  once, 
and  that  no  knot  shall  be  tied  in  the  rope.” 

— One  of  our  instructors  while  hearing  a 
class  on  the  first  of  April  was  di.sturbed  by  a 
loud  knocking  at  his  door.  He  reque.sted  one 
of  the  men  to  answer  the  knock,  but  upon  the 
door  being  opend  the  only  response  that  came 
was  from  a chorus  of  Freshmen  on  the  outside, 
who  exclaimed  “April  fool !”  The  class  imme- 
diately understood  the  joke  and  naturally  in- 
dulged in  considerable  merriment,  much  to  the 
discomfiture  of  the  fooled  instructor.  How- 
ever, order  was  finally  restored  and  the  recita- 
tions were  progressing  quietly  when  another 
knock  came  at  the  door.  A student  jumps  for 
the  knob  but  is  politely  reque.sted  to  keep  his 
.seat.  The  knocking  is  repeated  several  times 
but  no  attention  is  paid  to  it  by  the  now  en- 
raged instructor,  till  at  last  the  knocking  be- 
comes so  annoying  that  the  instructor  is  about 
to  step  out  and  take  the  names  of  the  offenders, 
when  the  voice  of  the  professor  in  that  depart- 
ment is  heard  from  without,  inquiring,  in  no 
sweet  tones,  why  the  door  was  not  opened ! 
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ATHLETIC  NOTES. 

— The  Harvard  College  ba.se -ball  team 
cleared  $2,500  last  year. 

— It  is  asserted  that  Bates,  of  Harvard,  will 
pitch  for  the  nine  of  the  new  Boston  Athletic 
Club. 

— At  Williams  it  is  cu.stomary  for  the  scorer 
of  one  season  to  become  manager  of  the  next 
year’s  team. 

— The  Universit)"  of  Pennsylvania  nine  will 
make  an  Eastern  trip  in  June,  playing  all  the 
principal  colleges. 

— All  candidates  for  next  year’s  foot-ball 
team  at  Harvard  are  already  taking  a course 
of  training  especially  adapted  for  that  purpose. 

— Yale  has  accepted  the  challenge  of  Cor- 
nell to  a four-mile  race  on  the  Thames  river 
at  New  London.  Psotta  will  stroke  the  Cor- 
nell crew. 

— Hereafter  no  student  at  Williams  College 
is  to  be  allowed  to  wear  a “ W ” on  his  jersey 
or  shirt  unless  he  is  a member  of  one  of  the 
teams  which  represents  Williams  in  inter-col- 
legiate contests. 

— Forty  men  are  in  training  for  the  Harvard 
lacrosse  team  under  Captain  Griswold.  Of 
these,  seven,  Griswold,  Blodgett,  Harding, 
Wells,  Rourke,  Towle  and  Thorndyke,  are  of 
last  year’s  team. 

— Since  1878  Yale  has  lost  but  one  game 
of  foot-ball,  and  that  by  one  point.  In  points, 
Yale  has  won,  since  points  began  to  be  counted, 
3,001,  to  her  opponents  56;  in  goals,  530  to 
19,  and  touchdowns,  219  to  9. 

— The  New  York  ba.se-ball  team  has  ar- 
ranged two  games  each  with  Harvard,  Yale 
and  Princeton,  and  it  is  their  intention  to  pre- 
sent a trophy  to  the  club  making  the  best 
showing  against  New  York  in  the  series.
